NORTHERN CALIFORNIA POLICE JAMMER 


An amateur radio operator has been arrested for interfering with law 
enforcement radio communications in Sacramento County and Roseville, 
California. Eighteen year old Bobby Lee Aguero, KE6VNU was taken into 
custody on January 8th and charged with obstructing justice and causing 
harmful interference to emergency service communications. The interference 
first surfaced on Saturday morning, January 6th. That's when dispatchers 
for the Roseville police turned up on Sacramento County sheriff's radios 
and Sacramento dispatchers found themselves talking to Roseville units. 
The problem occurred again about 3 PM on Sunday, January 7th. According to 
Jeff Haggard, WB6DKX, who is the communications systems manager for the 
sheriff's department, Roseville dispatchers later received a call froma 
man identifying himself as the phantom jammer. The caller warned that he 
was going to jam police broadcasts again at 10 PM that evening. 


"The Roseville Police Department Operator was able to convince this 
gentleman to call back to Roseville on a trap phone line. And what I 
mean by a trap phone line, it's a lot like 911. We are able to 
determine where the person had called from. 

He had actually made the call from a 7-11 and it was on Arbor Blvd 
here in Sacramento, near the county line. Since we knew where he made 
the phone call. A gentleman, Mr Daroney from Rockland Police 
Department showed up with a Doppler unit for tracking interference. 
And was able to track the transmissions from his crossband repeater 
being in a nearby apartment complex." WB6DKX 


Using localized direction finding techniques, police traced the 
jamming signal to Aguero's apartment. Aguero agreed to let the police 
conduct a search. The radio was quickly found and Aguero was placed 
under arrest. If convicted on all charges Aguero faces the 
possibility of both fines and prison. 

The FCC was not involved in the tracking down Aguero, but Haggard 
says that officers plan to write a letter to the commission asking 
that his ham license be revoked.

HAM SENTENCED FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT 


And a Southern California ham may headed to jail after being found 
in contempt of court in a repeater related case. Ronald Ames, WB6RSD, 
has been ordered to pay a $3,000 fine and serve fifteen days in jail 
after Superior Court judge John P. Wade found him guilty of disobeying 
an injunction issued on January 12th of 1994. At that time, Ames was 
ordered to refrain from contacting and harassing members of the Keller 
Peak Repeater Association. 

The story of Ames versus Keller Peak Repeater goes back more than 
two years. The two have been feuding ever since the repeater group 
relieved Ames of his duty as trustee for the club repeater. WB6RSD 
claimed that he, rather than the club, held the coordination to the 
channel pair. He also claimed that the repeater belonged to him. 

The matter went to court. The Keller Peak group was awarded sole 
custody of the repeater equipment and its channel pair and there has 
been bad blood between the two ever since. As a result, the club 
sought and was granted a preliminary injunction barring Ames from 
bothering any member of the club. 

But the feud continued and the club once again took the matter to 
court. In the end, Ames was basically found to have violated the 
original civil order. This, based on his conduct while using Amateur 
Radio frequencies that are, under federal law, open for use by any FCC 
licensed radio amateur of Technician class or higher. 

The sentence imposed on Ames is the maximum allowable under 
California state civil law. It also constitutes a direct challenge to 
the FCC which technically has the only jurisdiction over cases 
involving radio communications. In recent times the FCC has turned a 
deaf ear to almost all regulatory enforcement requests involving 
private radio. This is why more and more ham radio related cases are 
now being seen in civil courtrooms nationwide. 

Ron Ames, WB6RSD has been ordered to begin serving his sentence on 
February 7th, but he is expected to file a further appeal.

FCC BACK TO WORK 


And speaking about the FCC. With the budget impasse is over for 


now, the issuance of new ham radio licenses remains stalled. The FCC 
reopened Thursday, January 11, but closed Friday, January 12, as 
another snow storm hit the Washington, D.C. area. Monday, January 15, 
was Martin Luther King Day and federal offices including the FCC were 
closed. 

While it was open January 11, the FCC accepted electronic amateur 
license application files for processing from VECs. The Commission 
says that it will try to expedite the application backlog, but some 
temporary software adjustments were needed before licenses are 
granted. As a result, it could be another week for the FCC to get 
back up to speed. 

The earliest word on call sign assignments and upgrades was not 
expected until Wednesday, January 17th and there is no word when 
filing for vanity call signs might begin. As previously reported, the 
FCC has several pending petitions for reconsideration that it must 
tackle before it accepts applications for vanity calls. Several of 
those who filed the petitions have indicated that they will take the 
matter to the federal courts if their requests are denied. If this 
happens, the vanity call sign program could remain on ice for several 
more years.

SERA ON SPOC 


Are the nations frequency coordinators backing away from giving the 
American Radio Relay League the ultimate power to represent them, to 
the FCC? This may well be the case if a press release from the 
Southeastern Repeater Association means what it seems to. 

While SERA says it supports the idea of a single point of contact, 
it backed away after the coordinators present at last Octobers' 
national coordinators conference voted to have the American Radio 
Relay League take on the job without insisting on checks and balances. 
At that time, SERA was assuming that the drafting committee would 
write a proposal indeed making the ARRL the SPOC. 

But the committee may have had a change of heart. While the 
committee has not yet made public its white paper on coordination 
policy, some inkling of the groups position can be found in the SERA 
press release. 

We quote: "Apparently the drafting committee, which released the 
proposed National Frequency Coordinators Council organization 


documents felt that too many coordinators felt the same way SERA did. 
Their draft documents seem to go the direction of a SPOC made up of 
the nations coordinators, not the ARRL." end quote 

If this is true, then SERA says that it can support the concept. 
The question is, will the ARRL board of directors accept being 
subservient to the will of the coordination community.

BLIZZARD RESCUE 


The great blizzard of 1996 that reeked havoc from the Carolinas to 
Massachusetts also caused problems in the north central states as 
well. One of the places where ham radio was called to provide 
community support was Indiana. 


The biggest snow storm of 1996 forced local hams into an all night 
rescue operation in Franklin, Indiana. Nine inches of snow and strong 
gusty winds closed many rural roads and interstates. Several 
motorists were stranded with State Route 44 between Franklin and 
Shelbyville drifted shut. Joe Vergara, KA9ZPA and Vernie Parton, 
AAQLR got their call shortly before 11:00 PM from Johnson County Red 
Cross Director Pat Behorn. Because of poor road conditions, Vernie 
used his 4 X 4 vehicle to get the people off of the interstate and 
into the Red Cross shelter located in the Franklin Fire Station in 
downtown Franklin. 

The people were given bedding, food and shelter until late the next 
morning. Paul Easley, KA9KAI also assisted in the shelter operations. 


While the snow did not fall as hard in the mid-west as it did along 
the eastern seaboard, hams throughout the area were on alert and ready 
to lend a hand.

BLIZZARD DELAYS WA3NAN SHUTTLE AUDIO 


The great blizzard of 1996 also took its toll on a rather unique 
aspect of ham radio. Dan Schultz, N8FGV reports via the VHF reflector 
that the space shuttle retransmissions by WA3NAN at the Goddard 
Spaceflight Center in Greenbelt, Maryland had to be postponed because 
of the 20 inch snowfall. This made travel in the Washington, DC area 
quite difficult and kept WA3NAN off the air the air until the snow had 
been cleared away well enough to allow access to the club's shack.
